1.  THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY  that  the  Vancouver 
Power  Company,  Limited  (hereinafter  called  the 
“Power  Company”)  specially  incorporated  pur- 
suant to  Part  IV.  of  the  “ Water  Clauses  Consoli- 
dation Act,  1897,”  on  the  25th  day  of  January, 
1898,  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  and  priorities  in  and  by  Part 
IV.  of  the  said  Act  created,  granted,  and  con- 
ferred, has,  in  addition  to  its  undertakings  hereto- 
fore approved  of  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  by  Certificates  of  Approval,  dated  (lie  14th 
day  of  February,  1902,  and  the  18th  day  of  May, 


1900,  submitted  its  further  undertaking  to  the
